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DRAIN 


SECTION 

This  wallow  drains  to  the  ground  surface  and  eliminates  the  need  for 
a  subdrainage  system. 

Locate  the  wallow  at  a  fence  line  so  drainage  will  not  create  a  mudhole 
within  the  hog  lot. 

A  reduced-scale  copy  of  the  plan  is  shown  on  the  back  of  this  sheet. 
It  indicates  the  number  of  pigs  of  different  size  that  the  wallow  will 
accommodate. 

Large-scale  working  drawings  may  be  obtained  through 
your  county  agent  or  from  the  Extension  agricultural 
engineer  at  most  State  agricultural  colleges.  There  is 
usually  a  small  charge.
